Farmers who have seen it are 
Wild to get one. 

They believe, started early, it 
will control the weevil, and will 
allow cotton to compete on bet- 
ter terms with the flat countries 
where mechanization is more 
easily applied.

Excitement is running high, 
and next year will see hundreds 
of the machines at work—if Nis- 
bet & Son get on the job. 

How does it work? 

That's what I was wondering 
as I got out of the car with J. R. 
McCleskey, whom we had taken 
from work on the foundations 
of a new house he is building to 
the field where the bug catcher 
Was at work. 

It is a two-row machine. It fits 
in front of the tractor. The first 
beauty of the device is that it 
can be applied and used while 
the tractor is engaged in cultiva- 
tion. The bug catcher is in front, 
the plows are behind. 

The second beauty lies in its 
simplicity. 

It operates with a belt from the 
tractor. 

Suppose you take the letter ““U”’ 
and turn it upside down. Then 
draw a straight line down from 
the center of the inverted “VU.” 
That, roughly, is its shape. 

At the top is a large-bladed fan. 
The belt spins it at high speed, 
sending a tremendous blast of air 
down each side of the center arm 
which blows toward the row. 
About six inches on the other 
side is the receiving end of the 
outside arm of the inverted “VU.” 
The strong blast of air blows 
bugs, weevils, punctured bolls 
and loose leaves into the receiv- 
ing ends of the outside arms, and 
up them into a sack at the top 
end of each. Thus, two sacks, one 
for each row, are steadily filled 
with whatever is blown off the 
cotton. 

If my description isn't clear, 
fust bear with me until you see 


tea , 


one. Believe me, it works. 

As we reached the field the Mc- 
Cleskey aide on the tractor was 
just completing the filling of the 
sacks. He had halted to remove 
them, and substitute empty sacks. 

McCleskey picked up a sack. 
I held it to my ear. I could hear 
the singing and excited noise 
which many bugs make when up- 
set and frightened. 

We carefully opened the sack. 
There was a great collection of 
al) sorts of bugs—and veevils. 

The snouted-weevils were walk- 
ing about. Really walking about. 
They seem to strut anyhow when 
they walk, and these were mad, 
plain mad. Poison and mopping 
they could take, But this! This, 
plainly, was an indignity. | 

We saw a half dozen of them 
going madly about before we 
closed the bag and tied it secure-| 
ly. This sack, with the other,| 
went to be saturated with gaso-'| 
line or kerosene, after which the’! 
contents were dumped into an old | 
tub and burned. 

“I hate for you to print this be- 
cause I hate for people to know 
I had that many weevils,” said 
J. R. McCleskey, but on one place 
in one of my fields, which is low 
and camp, | got 302 weevils off 
14 rows. It was the first time 
I'd used the machine, and I used 
it where the weevils were worst. 
A Negro hand and I counted the’ 
weevils just to see. | 

“I tried it on four rows in a 
field where there was just aver- 
age infestation, and I got three 
weevils and 20 boll worms in the 
four rows. | 

“My cotton is high and rank, | 
and it is a little late to be using) 
it because the machine can't blow 
on the whole stalk. But I want- 
ed to try it, and I still believe it 
is more efficient than poisoning. | 
I'm going to see, though—poison- 
ing some and using the machine 
on some. And I! will poison some 
after using this machine. 

“But I truly believe that by 
etarting early, and using this. 
*catcher’ on every cultivating, we. 
can absolutely control the weevils, 
until late June. And the early! 
infestation of hibernated weevils 
is the worst.” 

Later I heard other farmers ex- 
press the same belief. There is 
genuine excitement, running high| 
now, over the fact that appar- 
ently the small farmer, with lit- 
tile help, at last may have a ma- 
chine which will allow him to 
contro] the weevil. 

J. R. McCleskey came to Dooly 
County from Cherokee. eight’! 
years ago. 

“I was kind of flat,” he grinned, 
“and had to sell up there to pay 
out. Down here, especially with 
the use of blue lupine (a Winter 
legume), I really have had fun’ 
farming.” 

He owns 435 acres, al! clear. 
of which 365 are cultivated. He 
has 80 in cotton, some of it being 
the new Experiment Station cot- 
ton known as “Station 37-20.” | 

Most of it has followed blue’ 
lupine, and I never saw a more| 
Gramatic demonstration of what 
cotton will do following lupine. 

Cotton following lupine was 
over waist-high, rank and heav-| 
ily fruited. Cotton, with the) 
fame amount of guano, but on! 
land where no lupine had been| 
turned under, was knee-high and | 
less heavily fruited. | 

He expects 70 500-pound bales| 
off 70 acres this year. Last year, 
mot such a good year, he got 49 
§00-pound bales off 53 acres. 

All the 80 acres had this year, 
‘where blue lupine had been 
turned under, was 500 pounds of 
gvano.

Fort Mac Being Transformed 
To Fit Its Peacetime Role

almost two years 


since V-J Day? The answer is, Plenty. While the activity is not of 
the frenzied flag-waving induction, training and separation type, 
there is a steady movement toward peacetime Army post life. 


Reduced from its peak strength 
in March, 1946, when 5,304 mili- 
tary and civilian personnel 
manned the post, today it has only 
776 military and 589 civilian 
workers. 

Work on the post today centers 
largely around administrative, 
supply and maintenance detail 
with an average of six to eight 
soldiers being separated daily. 
Busiest separation days at the 
Fort saw between 800 and 1,000 
daily discharges. 

Today the entire post is get- 
ting a face lifting job. Painters 
are busy brightening the archaic, 
high ceilinged dwellings on Staff 
Row. The Officers’ Club is being 
redecorated and air condifioning 
is being installed. The Enlisted 
Men's Club is shortly to be moved 
to the building formerly occupied 
by the Red Cross. 

Construction of 72-family unit 
apartments in 18 modern brick 
buildings at a cost of $539,060 is 


75 percent complete. Construction | 


of four additional buildings hous- 
ing 16 family units at a cost of 
$119,465 is expected to be com. 
plete in November. These build- 
ings will be used entirely to house 
officers and their families.

U.S. Pen Inmates Pay With Blood 


By ROLFE EDMONDSON 


Prisoners at Atlanta's Federal Penitentiary, 
many of them serving sentences for bank ir- 
regularities, are paying back the bank. 


But they are not paying back the bank 
which they are alleged to have victimized, and 
they are not paying back in dollars and cents, 
but in something more precious and something 
thet can do things that paltry dollars can’t do. 


They are paying back in blood, that precious 
life fluid which has brought color back to pale 
faces and are making impérceptible pulses strong 
and powerful, for they are giving blood to 
Grady Hospital's blood bank. 

Every week a Grady interne goes out to the 
Federal Penitentiary Hospital. There he is met 
by 25 or 30 inmates of the prison who are anxious 
to make their contribution to the Grady Blcwod 
Bank, which is saving hundred of lives each 
year. 

Their contribution is of inestimable value to 
all Atlanta, according to Frank Wilson, Super- 
intendent of Grady. 

“Grady's blood bank,” Supt. Wilson said, “is 
looked upon by other Atlanta hospitals the same 
way the commercial banks look upon the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank. 

“All of the private hospitals in Atlanta, when 
their blood supply runs low, borrow from the 
Grady bank. 

“And like the Federal Reserve, we charge 


them interest, too. 
“Other banks might think our interest rates 
are usurious, for we charge 100 percent interest. 
“But the hospitals don’t think so, and they 
are glad to pay our rates.” 


At Grady, Wilson said, some 20 to 25 trans- 
fusions are given each day. Considerable inge- 
nuity is required to get sufficient blood for this 
large number of transfusions, but Wilson said 
the blood is forthcoming constantly. 


“We have a unique system,” he said. “In 
addition to the blood obtained from the peni- 
tentiary and from other hospitals, we look to 
our patients to get us two donors for each pint 
of blood the patient has received. 


“And the recipients are glad to co-operate, | 


for they know the benefits they have received 
from. transfusions. Soon they are sending donors 
to the laboratory, where technicians are wait- 
ing to type them and place their contribution 
in the blood bank. 

“So it is a never-ending cycle. 


“One would think that under this system the | 


bank would soon have an enormous surplus. But 
this is not true, for we find much blood that 
is not suitable for transfusions. 

“However, this blood is not wasted, but is 
converted into plasma, another life-giving fluid 
which is used in many cases where pure blood 
is not required.”

Idle Pay 
Rejections 


Of the 58,334 new claims for un- 
employment compensation, under 
both the State and Federal pro- 
grams, filed by Georgians in the 
first six months of this year, 12,- 
903 claims, or 22 percent, were. 
rejected, Commissioner of Labor 
Ben T. Huiet said Saturday in re-| 
leasing a semi-annual statement on 
the Employment Security tas tad 
operations. 

Slightly more than 7,800 claims 
were filed by persons who had 
earned either no wage credits or) 
insufficient wage credits on jobs 
covered by the State Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Law, the Com- 
missioner stated. And 4,244 per- 
sons were ruled ineligible for ben- 
efits because they were not able 
to work or were not available for 
work. 

Of the 16,206 claims filed by vet- 
erans for unemployment benefits 
under the Servicemen’s Readjust- 
ment Allowance program, which 
is administered by the Department 
of Labor under the joint State- 
Federal arrangements, 826 were 
disallowed because the claimants 
either had served less than 90 days 
in the armed forces or were not 
available for work. 

In addition to the 12,903 persons 
denied claims under the two un- 
employment compensation pro-! 
grams, 4,636 others were ‘“‘disqual- 
ified” (penalized and forced to 
serve longer waiting periods be- 
tween time of filing claim and 
receipt of first check, or number | 
of checks reduced). 

Of these, 2.897 were disquall- 
fied for voluntarily quitting their 
jobs; 1.375 for failure to carry 
out orders of their employers; 
177 for refusing suitable jobs; 106 
for being involved in labor dis-. 
putes, and 81 for receiving re- 
muneration (from other sources) 
in excess of the maximum set by 
the State Unemployment Compen- 
sation Law. 

Unemployment benefits paid in 
this six-month period totaled $12,- 
408.805; of this amount $9,215,- 
432 was paid to unemployed vet- 
erans under the Federal program 
and $3,193,373 was paid under 
the State program. The average 
weekly check under the State pro- 
gram was $13.15. 


Between Jan. 1 and July 1 the 
Georgia State Employment Serv-, 
ice, a division of the Employment 
Security Agency, aided in mak-' 
ing 48.225 job placements. These 
included 16,690 placements of vet-' 
erans and 2,402 placements of per-| 
sons with physical handicaps. 

During the six-month period 
GSES personnel made 20,824 calls’ 
on employers of the State to ob- 
tain orders for 65,058 jobs. To 
these openings 99,642 referrals 
were made. | 

On June 30 there were 74,083 
persons, including 35,750 veterans, 
registered with the 37 local’ of- 
fices of the GSES for jobs. Ap- 
proximately 75,000 new appli- 

cants were registered during the 
January-June period. 

The number of job applicants 
Was approximately twice the num- 
ber of persons being paid unem- 
ployment compensation, Commis- 
sioner Huiet pointed out.

Now wearing mauve cotton, with a simple neck- 
lace of amethyst (it’s real, she can’t bear synthetic 
stones), Mrs. Randolph can manage any of the new- 
fangled beauty services she has strength for. Frank- 
ly, it takes most of her energy to run her place, and 
keep the meticulous accounts that never show an 
error, she says, at the Internal Revenue office. 

“But I don't think this is too important,” Mrs. Ran- 
dolph insists. “I think chiJdren ought to be taught family 
backgrounds in school. Not democratic? Why everybody 
has distinguished forbears, if we only go back far enough. 
And it would give all youngsters a feeling of confidence 
in their heritage!”

Samuel 
Went in Circuit 


I knew, of course, that Samuel was a judge. 
But, had anyone suggested to me that the Bible 
plainly referred to him as a circuit judge, 1 
unhesitatingly would have denied it.

“And Samuel... went from year to year in circuit to Bethel, 
and Gilgal, and Mispeh, and judged Israel in all those places.” 

I acquired this Biblica) information, not from the Bible. but. 
strangely enough, from the American Bar Association Journal of

this was strange, in a way, to have the Bar Association Journal 
using the Bible as an authority when that Book so plainly says, 
“Woe unto you lawyers!

But, still, I was pleased to see the reference about Samuel was 
used as an introduction to an article about one of the gentlest, 
finest men I know, in whom strength and resolution and devotion 
to duty are so mixed with gentleness and sweetness that he stands 
forth as one of the great men of our time. 

This Samuel goes in circuit over Florida, Georgia, Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, Alabama, and the Canal Zone, judging in all 
those places. 

He is Judge Samuel Hart Sibley, of Marietta, Ga., Judge of 
the Fifth (Federal) Circuit Court of Appeals.. Few Georgians 
have seen him, because he lives his career. Yet, many lives are 
reached and aided by his decisions, and his wisdom. 


It has been my privilege, on occasion, to hear 
him read and discuss papers on books and

Although no official.announcement has 
been forthcoming, it is expected that the 
hard-pressed Labor Government will cur- 
tail tobacco imports from the present level 
of some $282,450,000 annually to about 
$161,400,000. 

Most tobacco used in Britain is import- 
ed from America. And a considerable 
portion of it necessarily comes from Geor- 
gia, one of the chief tobacco-growing 
States. Tobacco dealers, losing a part of 
their market, naturally are not inclined 
to offer as high prices as normally. It is 
thus that Georgia farmers, through the 
intricate economic system which governs 
the world’s commerce, feel in their pock- 
etbooks the weakness of Great Britain's 
present condition. 

And when that situation is multiplied 
in other countries and other products it 
is not difficult to see that this nation can- 


Georgia market is attributable at least in 
part to Britain’s instability. It has been 
only a short time since the Labor Govern- 
ment attempted to curtail tobacco imports 
by imposing a drastic tax which places 
cigarettes out of reach of all except the 
well-to-do, But since that was only partly 
successful, the alternative is to order a 
reduction of imports. 

The British are being forced into action 
by their own lagging production, which 
in turn makes it necessary for them to 
import more and more products, using 
up the $4,000,000,000 American loan faster 
than was anticipated. It now is estimated 
funds in the loan will be exhausted by 
December. 

But Georgians—farmers, businessmen 
and wage-earners—cannot evade the re- 
percussions of Britain’s plight. It is to 
our interest that the British and the rest 
of the world be enabled to rehabilitate 
themselves and become self-sufficient as 
quickly as possible.

Thompson Gets 
Value for Dollars 


The Thompson administration, which t& 
spending more money than any administration 
in history on education, welfare, health and 

highways—and is doing it without benefit of an additional appro- 
priation—will be able to finance State services “without serious 
difficulty” until the Legislature meets in 1949, Acting Gov. 
Thompson believes, if the State.can keep up its efforts to collect 


all taxes due. 


“We shall have to be economical,” he added. “We shall have 
to get full value for whai we spend. But we ought to do that 
anyway. It was my belief that we could do this—finance our 
services and stay out of debt without putting any more taxes on 
the. people—that led me to ask that we not tamper with taxes 
until our Tax Revision Commission could report to the 1949 


Legislature.” 


While the State enacted no new taxes, it col- 
Peak Revenue lected more .revenue from the present tax 
system than heretofore, through a stricter enforcement plan and 
by increasing warehouses charges on liquor. Total revenue reached 
a peak of °$98,663,000, which was $17,500,000 more than the pre- 
ceding year and $40,000,000 more than was collected five years 
ago. Thompson paid tribute to Revenue Commissioner Glenn Phil- 
lips for the efficiency of the Revenue Department. A former 
Revenue Commissioner himself, Thompson observed that the 
people do not mind paying taxes if they know all other people 
are paying their just shares. 


Georgia's budget ran up to $95,000,000 during the past fiscal 
year. It closed the year June 30, 1947, with a surplus of $1,399,365 
—the first surplus the State has reported. 


2 i Increasing aid to its citizens’ health, the 
More Services State today is spending three times as much 
for public health as it did during the preceding fiscal year. It is 
spending twice as much as heretofore on Battey Hospital. Thomp- 
son says the Health Department and -Battey Hospital are ade 
quately supported. If more trained personnel could be obtained, 
the services could be expanded. He promises that the State will 
finance an adequate health program. 


Old age pensioners are receiving 25 percent more money, on 
the average, than they did 12 months ago. 


With schoolteachers receiving their 50 percent raise despite 
failure of the Legislature to provide funds for it, the State is 
giving the Department of Education $388,000 more than the 
Georgia Education Association said would be needed. The De- 
partment of Education has made the unusual announcement 
that sufficient funds have been allotted adequately to staff Geor- 
gia’s schools for the new term. 


Thompson has handed the University System its 
greatest building program appropriation ever re 
ceived in a single year—$2,000,000 for a Veterinary Schéol and a 
Textile School. Higher education is receiving more money from 
the State than ever before in history. 


Matching every dollar of Federal funds, the State has under 
way its greatest road-building program. During the past year, 
$22,000,000 went to State highways and more than $4,800,000 went . 
to Counties to maintain roads. These are the largest grants in 


Georgia’s history. Thompson pledges more will bé spent this year. 
The Acting Governor predicts construction of 


Sees Hospitals many hospitals in rural Georgia during the 
next year. He says he feels sure the 1949 Gerieral Assembly 
will appropriate State funds to repay cities and Counties for part 
of their investments in the hospitals. Congress recently passed the 
Hill-Burton Bill providing Federal aid for rural hospital construc- 
tion. The Federal Government will put up 25 percent of the cost. 
Thompson said he would ask the Legislature in 1949 to match 
Federal funds—and match them retroactively to the date Federal 
money started coming into Georgia. 


“If IT were chairman of a county hospital commission, I would 
immediately ask the State Health Department to apply for Federal 
funds to help construct a rural hospital,” said Thompson. “Since 
the State Health Department has charge of distributing the Fed- 
eral funds, it has a voice in selecting strategic sites over the State 
for these hospitals. I would get my county to put up 75 percent 
of the funds necessary. I feel confident the Legislature. will 
reimburse the counties for 25 percent of their expenditure.* 

Thompson believes modern hospitals will relieve the shortage 
of doctors in rural areas. A doctor doesn't care to work where 
he has no facilities, Thompson said.

Prewar Caliber Football 
A Year Away—Butts 


(Sports Editor Johnny Bradberry its on vacation. Dur- 
ing his absence this column is being written by members of 
the sports staff.)

Baseball is rolling toward its end and football is shedding its 
Summer hiding robes to gently poke its head into the sports pic- 
ture through the nation again. 

So we thought it d pretty good idea to talk with Mr. Wallace 
Butts, the Little Round Man of Georgia, who coached the only 
undefeated and untied major college team in the nation last seas«mn. 

We weren't so anxious to find out who Mr. Butts thought 
would win the Southeastern Conference grid title or how he 
thought ole Georgia would get along without Charley Trippi, 
but we thought the man’s ideas about the caliber of football 
that would be offered this year would be interesting. What 
with all the talk going around that this will be the greatest 
season in grid history. 

Mr. Butts thinks it might be just that, but he doesn’t think the 
football] will be the best that’s ever ceet played. 

Material is more evenly divided, he says, which makes for a bet- 
ter contest—after all what the customer wants and pays for. 

“I even think the material now is better than it was before the 
war, so far as natural ability is concerned, but I don’t believe the 
kids are ready yet to hit as hard as the boys we had in 1942 did,” 
Wallace explains. 

“I looked at some of the pictures of our 1942 games the other 
day just to reassure myself. I know here at Georgia it will be at 
least another year before we will be playing prewar football.” 

Wallace likes LSU for Conference champion and says if Bernie 
Moore's team doesn’t win it, then there’s a trick in the game he 
hasn't yet discovered. 

“However,” he concedes, and this is a concession, coming 
from Butts, “there are two things that could cost LSU the 
title. They have to play us in Athens and they have to play 
Alabama in Tuscaloosa. Otherwise, they’re set, so far as 
schedule is concerned.” 

As for Georgia, Butts isn’t all gloom. He thinks he'll have a 
fine line, probably the best he’s ever had, as long as he can keep 
Dan Edwards and Weyman Sellers at ends. Reserve flankmen are 
scare at Athens. A freshman may have to take over when either 
of the regulars comes out. And the Georgia coach thinks football 
will be too fast this season for freshman players.

OBODY knew what was so con- 
tagious about “Ol’ Man Mose” 
back in the late '30s—at least, 
nobody could explain. In some sSar- 
donic way, though, the song was 
catchy. Juke boxes ground it out, 
bobby-soxers hummed it; mystery or 
not, it was a smash’ hit. 

t was mystery, and magic too, 


to a quartette of young Bostonians 
*-Donna Wood, George Jackson, Ed 
Jones and Jimmy O’Brien. Their way 
of singing it took them to the top 
ranks of radio, stage and screen 
quartettes. “Ol’ Man Mose” gave 
them their luck, they believed. 
Now the survivor, Jimmy O’Brien, 
wonders whether the song really be- 
longed in the category of “Cursed 
Melodies”’—jinx songs believed by 
the superstitious to bring bad luck 
on those who come under their spell. 
From Boston radio the quartette 
graduated to touring with Horace 
Heidt and his band. They got a new 
name, “Donna and her Don Juans.” 
They became a permanent feature of 
Heidt’s coast-to-coast radio show, 
“Pot o’ Gold”; played themselves in 
a film of the same name. Always 
there was “Ol’ Man Mose” in reserve. 
Then the curse, if any, struck. 
Ed Jones died in a sanitarium.

camp of a stab wound in the chest. 
The FBI said it was suicide. Donna 
died of a heart attack. She was 29. 

Jimmy O’Brien is inclined to put 
“Ol’ Man Mose” in the “cursed” class 
because it led them to 
cess just before death came. 

There have been many “Cursed 
Melodies” in musical history——and 
not counting the Pied Piper of Hame- 
lin’s fictional tune. They range from 
popular ditties to a symphony. Each 
has been connected with actual fatal- 
ities, though only the superstitious 
would see anything malign in the 
music itself. 

There was “O Gloomy Sunday” 
which, a decade ago, was blamed for 
20° suicides in Budapest, Hungary, 
before the police forbade its sale. Its 
lyrics were no better and. certainly 
no worse than those of a sentimental 
Broadway hit. Some people thought 
the tune sombre, especially after its 
Sinister fame spread. Others thought 
it mawkish and undistinguished.

A young carpenter, singing the song 
in the “Green Frog” cafe, shot him- 
self, and the manager forbade the 
band to play it again.

Seventeen young 
men and women, an old man and a 
15-year-old girl killed themselves, 
leaving behind phonograph records 
of the song or notes quoting it. 

Olga Kerekes, a popular per- 
former, sang it to a weeping theatre 
audience, went to her dressing room 
and took poison, Then the Budapest 
police suppressed the. song.

cides. They were an example of mass 
hysteria, say psychologists. 

A year later Victor Kolar, orches- 
tra conductor, refused to direct 
Tschaikowsky’s Sixth Symphony, in

Detroit, Mich., for Olga Fricker, the 
dancer. The Pathetique was cursed, 
he said. 

“IT have played that symphony 
15 times,” he went on, “and each 
time someone, usually a friend, died. 

“T'schaikowsky himself died, of 
cholera, right after he had conducted 
the first performance of his com- 
position. Ossip Gabrilovitch, who was 
present at Pathetique’s premiere, died 
of the same ailment right after he 
conducted athe Sixth in New York 
three years ago. Then, 
when I was directing the 
New York Symphony under 
Walter Damrosch, the first 
of my 15 friends died. Now, 
nothing can influence me 
to play it.” 

A whole opera has been 
banned as cursed and rare- 
ly, if ever, played since— 
Jacques Halevy’s “Charles 
VI.” Eugene Massol, a 
French tenor, wrote the li- 
bretto and played the lead. 
ing role when it opened in 


Paris midway of the last 
century. 
The first three nights, 


when Massol sang his aria, 
“OQ God Kill Him,” some 
one in the theatre dropped 
dead—-a stagehand, a _ box- 
holder, the orchestra con- 
ductor. Masso! discontinued 
the performances. 

Nine years later Napoleon III or- 
dered the opera revived and com- 
manded Massol to resume his old 
role. At curtain time came an order 
cancelling the performance. An an- 
archist had attacked the Imperial] 
coach and, though Napoleon escaped, 
56 people had been killed. 

The last composition to. deserve 
the stigma of cursed, it would seem, 
is the popular Barcarolle from “The 
Tales of Hoffmann.” 

Yet it has been so styled on op- 

posite sides of the earth. 
. Some 900 people were burned to 
death in the Vienna opera house the 
night of its premiere. It was barred 
in China because. said the Chinese, 
it had driven the Empress crazy and 
caused the Revolution of 1912. 

Scientists consider the fatalities 
blamed on “cursed” songs as coin- 
cidences. Jimmy O’Brien isn’t so 
sure. He thinks there’s some mys- 
tery about “Ol’ Man Mose,” at least. 

He doesn’t sing “Ol’ Man Mose” 
any more, doesn’t want to hear it. 

“We used. to wonder why people 
thought it was funny,” he says. “I 
guess it wasn’t funny, after all.”

She was 15 then and learning how to 
ride. Her instructor was Max Oser, 
an army officer and an accomplished 
artist who was proprietor of a riding 
academy. He was 43, polished, aloof. 

Mathilde returned home and an 
nounced she was in love with Oser. 
The whole family was shocked. They 
managed to postpone the marriage 
for three years, but in the end she 
had her way. 

She and QOser were married 
secretly in April, 1923, in Lewisham, 
'a London suburb, with only her father 
present to give his blessing. 

Mathilde settled in a_ beautiful 
chalet on romantic Lake Morgs, near 
Geneva. 

McCormick went back to Chicago 
to get into the sort of complications 
that critics had predicted for his 
daughter. 

There was a friendship with Mrs. 
Rhoda Tanner Doubleday which cost 
him $100,000 in settlement of a $1.- 
900,000 breach-of-promise suit. 

Mrs. Olive Randolph Colby sued 
him for $2,000,000 but 
took $12,500. There was 
a marriage with Ganna 
Walska and“a_ fortune 
spent in a futile attempt 
to make her an opera 
Star. 

There was aehird mar- 
riage, three years before 
he died in 1941, to his 
nurse, Adah Wilson, to 
whom he left $7,500,000. 

All this time Mathilde 

had been living quietly 
with her mature and con- 
siderate husband, bear- 
ing him a son and a 
daughter, effecting a 
reconciliation with her 
mother and _ with old 
John D. 
Mathilde’s tranquility with a mate 
so much older may have impressed 
her brother, Fowler, who became 
1931's Bridegroom of the Year. 

He married Fifi Potter Stillman 
immediately after her divorce from 
James A. Stillman, muftimillionaire 
New York banker. Stillman had 
charged, though unsuccessfully, that 
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their youngest son actually was the 
offspring of a Canadian guide. 

Fifi was 51 and her bridegroom, 
19 years her junior, hatl been a 
school chum of her oldest boy. Few 
were willing to concede them much 
chance of success but they’re still 
happily married. 

A few months later Muriel, the 
second McCormick child, made her 
contribution to the succession of un- 
usual marriages. She had been on 
the stage and had organized a society 
Playhouse at Palm Beach. 

The closest she had come to mar- 
riage was to announce that Lieut, 
George A. McKinlock Jr., who was 
killed in World War I, was her “astral 
bridegroom,” although she had never 
seen -him. 

That fall of 1931 she became the 
bride of Major Elisha D. Hubbard of 
Middletown, Conn., who was 53. She 
was 29. 

Major Hubbard lived only four 
years after his marriage. Muriel, 
who mourned him too deeply to con- 
sider another husband, adopted a 
daughter, now 13, and a son, now 10, 
but lost their custody to her brother 
when she joined the Women’s Army 
Corps. She has been suing for three 
years to get them back. 

Mathilde’s 19 years of marital fe- 
licity came to an end in 1942, when 
Max Oser died in his Swiss chalet. 
Her daughter, Anita, was 18, and her 
son, Peter, was three years younger. 

She had thought they would grow 
up as Swiss citizens, but this changed 
everything. As soon as wartime con- 
ditions allowed, she _ returned to 
America and took a house at Redondo 
Beach, Calif. 

Chicago’s Gold Coast would have 
welcomed Mathilde as one of its own, 
but she wanted none of that. Anita 
and Peter entered Pomona College 
and their lives became her life. In 
her will she left them everything. 

She went to Good Samaritan Hos- 
pital in Los Angeles a few weeks ago 
for an operation. It wasn’t serious, 
but complications arose, to bring 
death to a woman who had suffi- 
cient courage to blaze her own path 
to happiness.

NTHONY N. BRADY should have been a 
reasonably happy man. He had a hun- 
dred million dollars, good health, the re- 
spect and admiration of the country’s leaders in 
finance and industry. 

These assets, plus the fact that he was the 
father of two promising sons, should have brought 
peace and tranquillity to the capitalist, but they 
didn’t.

could do it, there would be a Brady prominent

Nicholas and Jim, the Brady entry in the 
Society Sweepstakes, went to the post, via Yale, 
And the race developed into a series of tragedies, 
the first of which was a contributing cause of 
the death of doughty Anthony.N. Brady; still 
unrepresented in the inner sanctum of society. 

The Brady entry was cut in half earthy in the 
running. Nicholas .married comely Genevieve 
Garvan of a fine Hartford, Conn., family and 
Brady Sr., had high hopes—until it became evi- 
dent she was more inclined religiously than social- 
ly, and really didn’t care whether she was in- 
vited to any parties unless they were to raise 
funds for missions or charities. 

Anthony Brady sighed and concentrated on 
son James Cox Brady. 

Jim had made a mild bid for recognition at 
Yale, Class of ’04. 

He had received two votes from his classmates 
as “the man most likely to succeed,” losing the 
nomination by 74 ballots. 


IS stock went up immeasureably in March, 1905, 

however, when he married beautiful Eliza- 
beth Hlamilton,. daughter of the Andrew Hamil- 
tons of Thurlow Terrace, Albany.* She didn't 
have to knock on Society’s doors; when Society 
heard the brisk tapping of her heels on the walk, 
the doors swung open. 

Brady senior, in his happiness, provided the 
couple with a town house on Fifth Avenue, a 
leisurely honeymoon, and a sprawling country 
estate at. Peapack, N. J. 

The country home was christened “Hamilton 
Farms,” the bride’s name being to the Select sum- 
mer colony what the bridegroom's name was to 
Wall Street. 

Anthony Brady waited impatiently for the end 
of the honeymoon and the start of the swirl of 
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balls and operas, but he suffered a mild setback 
when the bride explained: 

“There’s plenty of time for all that. I will 
lead Jim on a merry chase through the gilded 
halls in due time. Right rrow, I think we should 
consider the future of the family. You want to 
perpetuate the Brady name, don’t you?” 

Brady Senior swallowed his disappointment 
and said certainly,‘there was plenty of time. The 
Nicholas Bradys had given him no grandchildren, 


HE James Cox Bradys did—-three of them-—and 

Elizabeth announced, seven years after the 
marriage, that the. future seemed secure* and it 
was time to concentrate on her career as a ma- 
tronly socialite. 4 

Then the first tragedy struck. Patrick Gar- 
van, head of the Garvan family in Hartford, died, 
and the Brady clan left New York for the funeral. 
On the return trip, the New Haven’s “Spring- 
field Express” was run in two sections. 

The second section was derailed, and the Pull- 
man cars set afire near Westport, Conn. 

One of those burned to death was Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Hamilton Brady. 

Anthony Brady, traveling in the first section 
with other members of the party, collapsed when 
they told him, in New York, what had happened. 

In addition to his paternal feeling, he had en- 
visioned his daughter-in-law as the future arbiter 
of society, sharing the judgment seat with the 
Whitneys, the Astors and the Vanderbilts—and 
she bearing the name of Brady! 

Of course, his sons were left, but the old man 
was not disillusioned as to-either their ability, or 
desire, to carry on his long-thwarted ambition. 
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Anthony N. Brady died in London a year after 
the fatal train wreck. At that time, prizefight 
promoters were seeking a “white hope” to wrest 
the heavyweight title from the skillful Negro, 
Jack Johnson, and the phrase was on his mind 
a few days before his death. 

“She was the white hope,” he sighed. 

James Cox Brady, after the deaths of his wife 
and his father, plunged into a vigorous routine of 
horseback riding, yachting and wine-testing. 

The latter avocation took him back to England, 
where he met Lady Victoria May Pery, daughter 
of the Earl and Countess of Limerick. 

It was a case of love at first, or second, sight. 
Jim Brady had $50,000,000 from his father’s es- 
tate, a zest for life and, quite probably, a desire 
to carry on old Anthony’s ambition and bolster 
the name of Brady, in the old and the new worlds, 

The Lady Victoria had a pert, almost a pug, 
nose, deep set brooding eyes--—and a title. 

The Earl, her father, owned Dunmore castle 
and surrounding acres which, for the paltry sum 
of a few hundred thousand American dollars, 
could be restored to its original .beauty, and Se- 
curity, where finance was concerned. 

They were married on Oct. 14, 1914, at the 
Monmouth Beach, N. J., estate of the bridegroom’s 
brother, Nicholas. 

Jim outlined his pretentious plans for the ap- 
proaching social season in New York and Florida.

“It will be a pushover,” Jim explained. “Every- 
body will be wanting to meet Lady Brady.” 

“I’m not Lady Brady and I’m not going to 
be called that,” the bride replied, firmly. “My 
name is Mrs. James Cox .Brady—on both sides 
of the ocean.” 

“Well,” Jim said, “we can still be active in 
society.” 

Mrs. James.Cox Brady fixed her dark eyes 
on Anthony’s son. 

“Did you ever loop the loop in an airplane?” 
She asked, and James Brady, startled, nearly 
spilled his drink. He shook his head. 

“Well, I have, darling,” Victoria May said. 
“Not once, but five times in succession. It was 
wonderful. Gustav Hamel was the pilot and we 
did it over Hendon. I would like to do it again, 
and I would like to ride to hounds and sail and 
fence. But confidentially, I refuse to enthuse 
over a career as a society butterfly.” 

So Jim Brady sighed; and commissioned the 
new yacht, named the Victoria May, and, as one 
of his exhausted friends put it, “proceeded to 
relax all over—but at a killing pace.” 

When the United States entered World War I, 
James Cox Brady, then 36, was made chairman 
of the clubs committee, Federal Food Board, and 
one day in April, 1918, announced that 75,000 
club members would observe wheatless Thursday 
the following week. 

That same year, 1918, brought the death of 
Mrs. James Brady, nee Lady Victoria May Pery, 
at the age of 25. She died when the flu epidemic, 
which took so many lives, was at its height.

Jim Brady married for the third time two 
years later. 

This time there was no thought of his father’s 
social aspirations; no thoughts of titles or pres- 
tige, either. 

This time it was for love, and love alone, he 
told himself. 

Helen McMahon was a working girl in Flush-’ 
ing, L. L., when, in 1913, Fame pointed not a 
finger, but a camera at her beautiful face and 
figure. She won the title of “The Typical Ameri- 
can Girl” in a newspaper contest——and her like- 
ness was reproduced all over the United States. 

HEN or how she met James Cox Brady is not 

set forth in the records. However, in 1920, 
she sailed for Europe, chaperoned.by her sister 
Florence and her aunt, Catherine Morrissey. 

They were met in London by Jim and in 
October, 1920, Helen McMahon became Mrs. 
James Cox Brady IIL. 

It was a surprise to everyone who knew them, 
especially to the Earl of Limerick, father of 
Mrs. Brady II. 

“I, ah, was surprised when he invited me, 
the Earl said. “And completely dumbfounded 
when he informed me I was to be his best man. 
Most extraordinary.” 

However, the Earl conducted himself admir- 
ably as best man at the ceremony, performed in 
Westminster Cathedral. 

The couple returned to. New York to make 
their home on East 76th Street where, on Nov. 10, 
1927, James Cox Brady died of pneumonia. He 
was 45 and, taking the consensus of estimates, 
he left a million dollars for every year he lived. 
As did his brother, Nicholas, who also failed to 
reach the 50 mark. 

Mrs. Helen McMahon Brady was left a fourth 
of the estate outright, the remainder going to the 
five Brady children, two by her. 

In addition, the widow was given two town 
houses in New York; the Villa Spontini in Paris; 
Hall Piace, Bexley, Kent, England; Dixiana farm 
in Kentucky, and the steam yacht, Victoria May. 

Nobody could ask for more or: better weapons 
to use in the fight to force the inner barriers 
of high society; but still the Brady name seemed 
to keep exercising its jinx, and nothing happened 
to threaten the reigns of the Whitneys, Vander- 
bilts, Astors and other members:of New York’s 
“Old Guard,” , 

At this point, had he lived, old Anthony N. 
Brady might have sighed: 

“All my plans and efforts have been in vain.” 

To which Fate might have answered: 


4?IweOU'RE wrong there, my friend. Watch me, 
There’s nothing up my sleeve except a laugh, 
the last laugh.” 

After a lapse of five years, Mrs. Helen Mce- 
Mahon Brady married again, and today old An- 
thony’s daughter-in-law is a crown princess in 
the court of New York society and holds court 
on equal terms with any of the famed names. 
But not, of course, as a Brady. 

Her name is Mrs. Charles Suydam Cutting, 
which is to society what Ted Williams is to base- 
ball. With the guidance of her hand, one or 
more of the five Brady grandchildren may yet 
carry the guidon of a Brady to the Park Avenue 
pinnacle of which old Anthony dreamed.

Despite the fact that some people 
lift eyebrows and smile at the duties 
of a man secretary to a woman boss, 
I enjoy working for Mrs. Dover and 
the other women at our school. My 
wife is proud of my job, too. 

Two years ago, when I came out 
of the Army after serving overseas 
during seven major campaigns, I 
never dreamed that I'd turn out to 
be a woman's secretary. 

Like thousands of other veterans, 
I was on a mental picket fence. There 
I was, a 26-year-old, six-foot-two ex- 
Army captain with a young bride to 
support. I had 
everything to be 
proud of, except a 
job. 

I thought about 
the old jobs I had 
held before enlist- 
ing five years pre- 
viously. But, to me, 
none of these jobs 
seemed to hold 
much promise to a 
career. 

I wanted to get 
into something that 
might eventually 


lead to an execu- 
tive position. May- 
be being a captain 
had given me an 
executive complex. 

I went to see 
Mrs. Dover, who 
had taught me all 


I knew about secre- 
tarial work before 
the war, hoping 
that she could 
straighten me out. 

With the Horatio Alger legend in 
my mind, I told her that I wanted a 
job that would teach me all the 
secrets of a business career. 

“Then you must become the secre- 
tary to a company executive,” she 
advised. To my surprise, she offered 
me a job as her personal secretary 
and I jumped at the offer. 

But the first morning I arrived at 
work, I began to change my mind 
about the job. 

There I was, a captain who had 
led his men in the invasion of North 
Africa, and through the battles for 
Tunis, Naples, Sicily, Rome, Southern 
France and the Rhineland, taking 
notes- from my woman boss. 

Then, at 10:30, Mrs. Dover sent 
me out to get coffee. When I got 
back, I had to sharpen her pencils, 
empty her wastebasket, and do all 
the menial errands that had been 
done for me during the war. 

To add to my dilemma, there were 
more than 200 attractive young girl 


students at the school, whom—I 
quickly learned—-can keep a _ lone 
male secretary on his toes. For a 


single fellow, the atmosphere would 
be wonderful. But I’m married. 

Mrs. Dover must have sensed my 
uneasiness, because she asked me if I 
wanted to continue my career, For a 
moment, I was undecided. 

Then I thought of the Army and 
of the time when I was in charge of 
a court-martial. A man was being 
tried for a major offense. His life 
depended upon the decisions made by 
the officers hearing his case. The of- 
ficers depended in great measure on 
the stenographic records. Remem- 
bering the efficiency of the uniformed 
secretary gave me _ determination.

a job that held great promise. 

I told Mrs. Dover I was sticking. 

F'rom then on, I set my heart to 
the task. Mrs. Dover taught me the 
ropes of an ideal secretary quicker 
than I expected. 

I learned that a good secretary 
has to be completely loyal, even 
tempered, capable of taking respon- 
Sibility, able to make decisions when 
the. boss isn’t around, and possess 
the ability of serving women without 
being subservient. I learned that 
you've got to anticipate your boss’s 
every wish. 

One day a man came to the school 
and insisted on seeing Mrs. Dover. 
I told him that she was in confer- 
ence. Nevertheless, he barged past 
me into her office. I followed him, 
and ordered him to leave. Angrily, 


the man departed.

Shortly afterward, Mrs. Dover 
formed me that 
friend and associate. Before I could 
apologize, she placed her hand on my 
shoulder and said, “Mr. Joyce, you've 
learned the prime rule of a good 
secretary by keeping out visitors 
when your boss is busy.” 

Some time ago Mrs. Dover asked 
me to handle the job placement of 
students while she is away. Many of 
our clients have called upon us for 
years to provide them with stenogra- 
phers and secretaries. Consequently, 
it was Mrs. Dover’s policy to classify 
certain types of girls for-employers. 

So, when an exceptionally viva- 
cious girl, who would have made a 
natural for the front office of a

The duties of a male secretary are 
varied and numerous, affording a 
man the opportunities and training 
necessary to become an executive. 

A perfect example is former 
Secretary of State James M. Byrnes, 
who began as a male secretary and 
was the only representative at the 
United Nations conference to take his 


own notes. 
Others are Howard S. Palmer, 
president of the New Haven R. R., 


and Alfred P. Sloan, president of Gen- 
eral Motors. In fact, Julius Caesar 
was perhaps the world’s first male 
secretary. History has it that he 
created his own form of shorthand. 
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REDERIC W. PROCTER was a 
man who wagered with death and 
won — by dying. His coup, which 

will mean $2,500,000 to his two chil- 
dren, was a bitter blow to two score 


of investors who bought shares in 
his birthright like stock on the Ex- 
change and thereby bet $100,000 


against $500,000 that he would sur- 
vive his mother. 

The chances looked good. Freddy 
had lived extravagantly but not reck- 
lessly. Six wives had failed to shat- 
ter his nerves. He was a tall, tanned 
athlete whose only worry seemed to 
be a lack of ready cash. 

Wealth had always been dangled 
in front of Freddy, like a carrot be- 
fore a static burro, but it never came 
quite within his reach. His mother 
was Lillian Sanford Procter, daugh. 
ter of Harley T. Procter, who had 
amassed a sizable fortune. She mar- 
ried a Prussian who returned to the 
Fatherland to fight in World War IL. 
For that she divorced him and re- 
sumed her maiden name. _ Freddy, 
who had been christened Fritz Wil- 
helm Hoeninghaus, was renamed 
Frederic William Procter. 

When Harley Procter died in 1920, 
he left three trust funds, currently 
worth about $2,500,000. His will pro- 
vided that his daughter was to re- 
ceive the income and that on her 
death, if her son survived her, he 
was to have the entire estate to dis- 
pose of as he wished. If the son 
predeceased her, the estate was to 
go to his children. 

When Freddy was a young man, 
his mother’s generosity always pro- 
vided him with plenty of money to 
spend. He eloped with a girl when 
he was 17, but his mother caused the 
marriage to be annulled and the bride 
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In 1922 he married Marjorie released her grip on one of the three 


Easton Woodhouse, who bore him a 
son, Frederic, Jr., and a daughter, 
Patricia. She divorced him in Paris 
in 1927, married Carter Leidy, the 
former husband of Fifi Widener, and 
was later killed in an auto accident. 

Elizabeth Laing Foss was the 
third Mrs. Procter from 1927 to 1930, 
and the fourth was Dorothy Stokes, 
a chorus girl who became a hat shop 
proprietor. When she sued for di- 
vorce in 1936, and threatened to at- 
tach Freddy’s prospective inheritance, 
he and his mother’s attorneys com- 
puted all the money and other gifts 
he had received from his fond parent 
since he was 21. 

The figure was set at $650,000, 
and Freddy gave his mother notes 
for that amount, pledging his even- 
tual right to the trust funds. That 
induced Dorothy to accept a cash 
settlement. 

Not long after he had married Ivis 
Goulding (sister of Edmund Goulding, 
movie producer) in Cannes in 1937, 
Freddy met Harriet Harriman, who 
had been the second of Oliver Carley 
Harriman’s three wives. He decided 
Harriet was the love of his life, but 
Ivis refused to let him go. 

She hastened to the United States 
and conferred with the dowager Mrs. 
Procter, who thereupon summoned 
Freddy home. 

There was a family row, as a 
result of which Mrs. Procter agreed 


funds. In return Freddy relinquished 
his right to $450,000 of the fund, 
allowing his mother to dispose of 
that amount in her will. The remain- 
ing $300,000 in the fund would be his, 
but not until his mother died. 

For a man accustomed to luxury, 
$125 a week was a pittance. Freddy 
needed money. badly and he hit upon 
the novel scheme of selling shares in 
what he might expect to receive. He 
began with the freed trust fund, offer- 
ing $25,000 units of his $300,000 
portion for $2,500 each. 

Jack Goddard, the attorney to 
whom he went first,- bought two 
shares, split them up and sold them 
to several! investors, presumably at a 
profit. Leonard P. Levy of Philadel- 
phia took six shares and also resold 
parts of them. Joseph L. Burd and 
taymond E. Marquis of New York 
each took a share and Mary Simon of 
Newark acquired two and a half 
shares. 

The odds were all in their favor. 
Mrs. Procter was 63 and had a life 
expectancy of 15 years. Freddy was 
36, rugged, and should, according to 
the life insurance tables, live 34 years. 
If he lived one minute longer than 
his mother, the speculators would 
collect as much as ten times their 
investments. | 

As the competition became keener, 
and Mrs. Procter grew older, the 
bidding price went up. After disposing

shares in the other two trust funds, 
which he intended to keep intact. 
Purchasers were to be paid out of the 
interest. 

He and Ivis were divorced in 
Miami in. 1941 and then he married 
Harriet. He was still selling bits of 
his birthright but Harriet convinced 
him that he ought to get a job. 

An accomplished pianist and com- 
poser, Freddy had appeared profes- 
sionally for a short time, but that was 
about as close to work as he ever got. 
Whenever he had seriously considered 
earning a living, his mother had given 
him another yacht or racing car or 
suggested a year in Europe. Never- 
theless, he became salesman for an 
engineering firm at $75 a week, and 
his real abilities began to emerge. In 
a short time he was earning $250 a 
week. It might not have seemed like 
much to a man who won $60,000 in 
the Irish Sweepstakes in 1933 and 
spent it in six months, but it was an 
excellent start. 

At this point the elder Mrs. Procter 
demanded payment of the $650,000 
worth of notes. He couldn’t pay and 
the case went to trial. If she won, she 
could dispose of the two remaining 
trust funds in her will and Freddy 
would be penniless. : 

The case was fought by Edmund 
W. Bokat, Freddy’s lawyer, close 
friend and advisor, and Thomas Hart 
Fisher, Chicago attorney. The first 
round was lost and appealed. In the 
midst of the proceedings Freddy came 
down with leukemia, a rare blood 
disease, and -died last Feb. 17 in a 
New York hospital. 

He had won his gamble. He had 
had money while he could use it— 
money he couldn’t have acquired any 
other way. Then his death had wiped 
the slate clean. His notes and agree- 
ments were only scraps of paper. The 
few plungers who had managed to 
insure his-life for sums equal to their 
investments would get their money 
back, but that was all. Fred, Jr., an

HAVE been asked, “Is the hope of finding the 
medical cure, or cures, for cancer brighter to- 
day than ever before?” 

My answer is, “Absolutely yes.’ 

Such optimism is based upon what has already 
been learned about cancer. 

We know, now, that although cancer cells are 
derived from normal cells, they behave differently. 
If they are chemically different, there must be 
other chemicals (drugs) which will selectively 
affect, injure or destroy the cancer cells and not 
affect the normal cells of corresponding origin 
in the body. The high degree of selective effect 
of many chemicals is well known. 

Chemotherapy-——-the treatment of disease by 
specific chemicals, exemplified by the administra- 
tion of sulfa drugs and antibiotics, such as peni- 
cillin, which can destroy or inhibit the disease 
germs without injury to the patient—-probably

| substance from Trypanosoma cruzi germs 

(popularly called KR vaccine) mentioned by 
Dr. Spencer in the article here, has been pre- 
pared in a new way by Dr. William Malisoff, 
New York scientist, and used on cancerous mice.

promise of the use of natural hormones (a hor. 
mone is a specific organic product of the cells) 
known to affect cell-division and growth. 
But there is nothing simple about cancer. Its 


study is one of our most baffling scientific prob- 
lems.—of great importance because it is a terrible 
killer of man. Progress is being made towards 
understanding the nature of cancer, leading to 


Ways of prevention and successful therapy. But 


everybody should understand why this progress 
has been slow. 

What makes cancer so tough to deal with is 
that, as fan as is known, this disease seems to be 
due to the body’s own derangement rather than 
to some exterior infectious agent. 

I have called cancer an “autoparasite,” that is, 
a fragment of the body becomes the parasite that 
feeds upon the rest of the body. Cancer is a 
clump of cells that have gone wrong, in the sense 
that they live at the expense of the body, towards 
the well being of which they contribute nothing.

package of material. You began your life as a 
Single cell. By the time you were born, your 
infant body consisted of 200,000,000,000 cells, and 
as you grew. up the number increased. 

The countless cells of your body are not all 
alike, either in structure, or chemical composition 
or function. ‘They are divided into different 
groups--each with a specific task to perform for 
the maintenance of the body. 


Wirth their special tasks and special chemical] 

and structural peculiarities, the trillions of 
cells keep the complex functions of the body going 
efficiently——until some trouble comes, from inside 
or outside. 

Life is always in the midst of troubles, of cir- 
cumstances that are adverse to life, to the or- 
ganized existence of the trillions of body cells. 
For example, there may be chemical poisons, 
generated within the body or imbibed in food or 
drink or by inhalation, and radiations—such as 
ultra-violet rays, intense heat, X-rays, cosmic rays 

viruses, worms, other parasites or other irrita 
tions. Or, there may be partial starvation, or 
injury from cuts and burns. 

A new environment, adverse or otherwise, re- 
sults in the body changing itself in some way. If 
the adverse condition. occurs for a limited time, 
or with interruptions, an adaptation that enables 
the whole body to survive may occur. If it per- 


sists, the survival might be jeopardized. Now, 
the key to cancer lies, I think, in the kind and 
degree of adaptation. 

In order to meet the challenge of some cancer- 
causing chemical, like methylcholanthrene, a 
clump of the affected body cells adapts itself. The 
result is likely to be cancer. These cells become 
so changed that they multiply without control. 
They cease to be serviceable, functioning cells, 
and become entirely reproducing, self-breeding 
cells; that is, parasites on the rest of the body, 
which they ultimately destroy. While the cancer 
cells have their own way, increasing their popu- 
lation by leaps and bounds, it is at the expense 
of the body generally. 

Dr. W. R. Earle, of our Institute, has been 
able to grow normal mouse cells in a laboratory 
flask, and then, by .treating them with a cancer- 
causing chemical! (20-methylcholanthrene) for dif- 
ferent lengths of time has changed them into 
cancer cells having different characteristics ac 
cording to the time treated. When implanted into 
the body of the mouse, they keep on growing as 
a tumor. 


yrs experiment, if it can be repeated, will show 

that in cancer what really matters is the 
chemical and other changes within the cell itself, 
whatever may be the outside provocation. But 
all simple statements have to be taken with cau 
tion; cancer is a disease affecting the organization 
of the whole community of body cells which 
makes It so baffling. 

Now, in view of the varied conditions which 
induce the norma! cells to turn into cancer cells, 
is it likely that a single cure for all forms of 
cancer would be found? 

Our present evidence suggests that the cir- 
cumstances which result in the cancer, say, of the 
skin may have no relationship to the circum- 
stances that cause the cancer of the stomach or 
some other organ. Cancer of each type of cells 
has to be studied separately, as well as in the 
light of general principles. 

It is believed now that different specific treat- 
ments will be needed for the variety of cancers. 
It may well be that when a remedy is found for 
one type of cancer, it will not be effective for 
another type of this disease. 

On the other hand, there is the possibility that 
some method or sabstance may be found that will 
stop the growth of all types of cancer. Reason- 
able ground for such hope comes, particularly,

from chemical studies of normal and cancer cells. 

The chemical activity, metabolism, by which 
the cell maintains itself, grows or changes, is 
regulated by substances called enzymes. Enzyme 
studies conducted at the National Cancer Institfite, 
by Dr. Jesse P. Greenstein -and described by him 
in his book, “Biochemistry of Cancer” and others 
have shown that cancers of different organs, and 
even in different animal species (mice and men), 
are more nearly alike in their enzyme pattern 
than are the normal tissues in their enzyme 
mosaics. 


The enzyme patterns of a cancer of the 


Stomach and of a cancer of the liver are much 


more alike than the enzyme pattern of the normal 
stomach is like that of the normal liver. 

The fact that cancers of all organs are 
chemically very much alike gives us hope that a 
type of chemical therapy which works with cancer 
of one organ will work with cancer of the other 
organs. 


(CHEMICALS speaking, the tissues of the body 
“~~ seem to suffer a reversal ‘of evolution. The 
adult cancerous cells become more and more like 
the primitive, undifferentiated and incessantly 
multiplying embryonic tissue cells. The greater 
the return to primitivism, the more malignant is 
the cancer. The rank of the human tissue is 
lowered to that of the humbler animal tissue. 
This itself has importance, since a remedy 
against malignant mouse cancer is not unlikely 
to be effective against a comparable man cancer. 


It has also been shown that the, presence of. 


cancer in one organ results in chemical changes 
in organs far removed from the cancer, and this 
gives hope of developing. several chemical diagnos- 
tic tests for early cancer. 

Dr. C. P. Rhoads of Memorial Hospital, Dr. 
Konrad, Dobriner and their associates have been 
studying the excretion of steroids in urine of pre 
sumably normal persons and of people with vari 
ous types of cancer and with other diseases and 
are generally amassing data showing that there 
aré specific patterns in various diseases. 

Dr. M. J. Shear and associated scientists, at this 
Institute and other cancer research centers, have 
a systematic program of selecting, procuring and 
testing synthetic and natural drugs as possible 
destroyers of cancer in the living body. 

For example, recently, Dr. Shear and his as- 
sociates found that the extract of the root of the 
Mayapple or mandrake (Podophyllum), used by 
American Indians as a cathartic, breaks down 
tumors in. mice on injection. Dr. R. Ormsbee at 
Memorial Hospital has reported similar action on 
cancer cells. Attempts are now being made to 
make this substance non-toxic and harmless but 
without loss of cancer-destroying potency. It is 
merely one of many chemicals which have shown 
some effect on cancer cells, and at this time, there 
is no reaSon to believe that it will be the cure 
for cancer.

Many attempts have been made, during the 
past 75 years, to prepare biotoxins— substances 
derived from living organisms —-that would break 
down cancer, without injury to patients, but these 
have been disappointing. New experiments are 
now under way, and some encouraging clues have 
emerged. At our Institute a chemical (polysac- 
charide), obtained from the organism “S.marce- 
scens,” has been found to destroy cancer tissue 
in mice, but it has harmful properties which must 
be eliminated by chemical meihods if it is to be 
used medically. 

Collaborative research is now being carried 
on at the Lankenau Hospital in Philadelphia, in 
the National Cancer Institute and in the Division 
of Tropical Diseases of the National Institute of 
Health in which biotoxic substances obtained from 
a parasitic organism Trypanosoma cruzi, of a spe- 
cial strain procured from London, are being tested 
for their possible destructive effect on cancer in 
mice 

kar more promising and substantial, at present, 
is the treatment of certain types of cancer with 
hormones. Dr. Frank E. Adair, of the Memorial 
Hospital, New York, and Dr. Iz T. Nathanson, of 
Boston,.and other physicians have obtained un- 
usual and dramatic beneficial results in some cases 
of cancer of the breast by treatment with male 
and female hormones. 


EMISSION of the cancer of the prostate--and 

in a low percentage of men even five-year 
cures. have been obtained by treatment with 
female sex hormone. Dr. Charles Huggins, of 
Chicago, and other leaders in this develonoment 
have shown a definite connection between the sex 
hormone, a particular enzyme and the change of 
normal prostatic tissue into cancer. : 

The balance of the hormones, related to growth 
or lack of growth of particular types of cancer, 
has also been altered by changing the diets of 
the animals. Dr. FE. Tenenbaum’s studies, at the 
Michael Reese Hospital, Chicago, particularly 
shows that being overweight favors a higher 
cancer rate in both men and women. In mouse 
experiments, underfeeding or feeding diets which 
are low in calories and in certain vitamins and 
amino acids has delayed or retarded cancer of 
the breast. Certain nutritionally well balanced 


and adequate diets, too, have been found to retard 
cancer in mice and rats. 

Research is broadening to bring to light the 
hidden relationships between the chemicals of the 
genes (units of heredity), the enzymes of the 
cells, hormones, nutritive substances and other 
factors. 

It all means that you have a right to hope 
that the cure for cancer (the present treatment 
being X-ray therapy or surgery) and methods of 
its early detection and prevention will be found. 
But you, as one aware of the tremendous difficul- 
ties involved in this effort, will have to contribute 
towards its success. 

It is encouraging that, probably, due to earlier . 
and better diagnosis--for which credit must be 
given to the American Cancer Society for its pro- 
gram of public education—-and also to improved 
diagnosis and treatment, the death rates from 
cancer have dropped. During the past decade, can- 
cer mortality in women, between the ages of 45 
and 54, has. decreased 12 per cent; and in men, 
between 45 and 64 years, by more than 3 per cent. 

But there are 17,000,000 Americans living today 
who are doomed to die of cancer——-unleSsS a cure 
is discovered soon enough to save them. It is 
estimated that it may be necessary to devote tens 
of millions and possibly hundreds of millions of 
dollars over a long period of time to cancer re- 
search, if the war against cancer is to be won, 


D' TRING the six years of World War II, we spent 
$3 17,000,000,000° for . the shooting match. 
During the same period we spent only $2,000,000 
on the war against cancer, and over 607,000 
Americans died of this disease. We'll have to do 
better than we have in the past and contribute 
more and more if we are to conquer cancer! 

In the march of science and medicine the 
moment has -arrived to make the big attack 
against the disease. As Prof. Charles B. Huggins, 
of the University of Chicago, recently said, “All 
the money and scientists 100 years ago could not 
have solved the cancer problem,* but the .problem 
is overripe today. Sciences associated with med- 
icine must be sufficiently developed that some 
sort of a logical attack can be made with expecta- 
tions of reasonably good results.” 

The problem. of curing advanced cancer is re- 
lated to the wide problem of growth, the very 
essence of the process of life. When it is solved, 
our understanding of every phase of life would 
be fuller.

HE mighty Ford empire is ruled 
today by two women and man- 
aged by a 29-year-old. business 
genius. 

Suddenly, from quiet ways of life, 
Clara Bryant Ford, 80, widow of 
Henry Ford, and Eleanor Clay Ford, 
51, widow of his son, Edsel B. Ford, 
have been lifted to places of control 
in the Ford Motor Company. Their 
managing genius is Henry Ford II, 
grandson of the empire's founder. 

Whatever may be the company’s 
future, its immediate direction is, in 
many ways, in the widows’ hands. No 
other women ever had such power in 
the production of worldly goods as 
these.—the still vigorous elder Mrs. 
Ford, who is executrix of the Ford 
estate, and her active daughter-in-law, 
who in a short time will control the 
Ford company’s voting stock. 

What will they do with the power? 
Are they judicious, as their husbands 
were? These questions are stirring 
wide interest, and one statement is, in 
general, an answer to both. 

They apparently have complete 
confidence in Eleanor Ford’s' son, 
Henry II, the active chief of the com- 
pany; they’ll undoubtedly support 
him in the policies he’s been follow- 
ing since he took over the reins from 
his famous grandfather and became 
company president in 1945.

Some of these policies differ from 
those of the founder. Young Mr. Ford 
is intent upon the future. He believes 
in modern methods of management 
as well as of production. His chief 
interest.is leadership of the so-called 
low-priced car field. | 

Already he has made changes in 
personnel. He has retired key em- 
ployes and around him he has gath- 
ered executives of outstanding talent, 
chosen from other great competitive 
automobile builders. 

These policies are likely to be con- 
tinued. The young president’s mother 
and grandmother agree with them. 
Already they have seen his business 
wisdom demonstrated and they have 
implicit faith in his judgment. 

As soon as the company’s voting 
stock is transferred, in compliance 
with the elder Mr. Ford’s will, Elea- 
nor Ford will have actual stock con- 
trol. Mr. Ford, senior, gave his 
widow the family estate, Fairlane, in 
Dearborn, and his personal effects, 
but to his four grandchildren he 
passed on his controlling share of the 
voting stock in the company. 

Their mother, Eleanor Ford, how- 
ever, holding 12 per cent of the vot- 
ing stock, also is trustee for the 
shares bequeathed to her daughter, 
Mrs. Josephine Buhl Ford (who 
married into another Ford family), 
and her son, William Clay Ford; 
they are not yet 25 years old, the age 


at which they will receive the stock. 


Mrs. Josephine Ford will be 25 in 

1948; William C. Ford in 1950. 
Each of the four grandchildren 

will own 21 per cent of the stock, 


Mrs. Henry Ford and Mrs. Edsel Ferd 
holding the remainder. 

When a final evaluation is reached 
in the Ford stock, both voting and 
non-voting, the wealth that came 
from the millions of Americans who 
bought Ford products will be re- 
turned to the people through the 
Ford Foundation, 

All of the non-voting stock in the 
company eventually will rest in the 
hands of the foundation and be dis- 
tributed through its. charitable and 
scientific projects 

It is highly probable that the Ford 


Foundation will become the wealth- 
iest public service institution. 
Meanwhile, Mrs. Edsel Ford 


emerges with greatest strength—the 
control of the stock vote. 

She, more than anyone else, 
wanted her son, Henry II., elevated 
to his place as company president. 


Those who know both well believe 
they'll have no disagreement now. 


She won't be too easily swayed, 
however. She's not a babe in the 
woods of the business world. . 


Throughout her married life, she had 
Edsel Ford’s confidence, and just as 
the elder Henry Ford always con- 
sulted his wife, before making a de- 
cision, Edsel Ford consulted his. 

For years, she’s been a leader in 
the Community Fund and a director 
of Seeing Eye, Inc.; she is past presi- 
dent of Tau Beta, aiding underpriv- 
ileged children, and a member of the 
Municipal Arts Commission, having 
charge of the City Art Museum, 

Her social life has never béen os- 
tentatious, but she’s found more 
pleasure in it than did the elder 
Fords. Her code has been a little less 
rigid than theirs, but not much, for 
she has always stood with them 
against cocktail parties. 

Only once she almost broke their 
rule of teetotalism. She decided 
she'd have cocktails at a dinner which 
the elderly couple weren't attending. 

“But at the last minute,” she said 
recently, “I got to thinking: ‘Suppose 
they drop in unexpectedly.’ And I de- 
cided I couldn’t go through with it.” 

For most of a lifetime, the elder 
Mrs. Ford shared her -husband’s re- 
sponsibilities as confidante and ad- 
visor. In their youth, she dropped 
gasoline from a medicine dropper in- 
to the first engine he built in their 
humble kitchen. When he graduated 
to an old brick shop in Detroit, she 
sat beside him nights as he worked 
on the horseless carriage. 

“She was always .“The Believer,’ ” 
he said. 

“With her, he always came first,” 
an intimate of the family said recent- 
ly. “He told her of every big problem 
and talked over every big decision. 
Responsibility won’t fluster her.” 

She will be the boss now at Green- 
field Village, the museum of Ameri- 
cana, and the cares will be welcome. 
For years, she worked on the village 
with her husband. 

Her varied charities will take time 
and she will keep on working to 
bring the interests of rural people 
and city people closer. She will con- 
tinue active in the National Farm 
and Garden Association and perhaps 
even set another example of industry 
as she did wnen she invented an ap- 
ple dryer, shipping to England a bar- 
rel of apples she’d peeled herself. 

Berry College, in Georgia, will 
take some of her time; she endowed 
it, and has its Doctor .of Humanities 
degree. She will keep up her interest 
in the rural nursing service in Ken- 
tucky which she established. 

When her grandson, Henry II, 
took over the company presidency 
two years ago, a new managerial re- 
gime began to take form. 

Apparently she is willing, as Mrs. 
Edsel Ford is willing, to let it develop. 

Young Mr. Ford estab- 
lished his now famous 
policy committee, made 
up mostly of new execu- 
tives, when he retired 
the elder Mr. Ford’s ace 
man, Harry Bennett, and 
about 150 others, owing 
their jobs. to Bennett, 
were dropped, too, or re- 
Signed after being of- 
fered minor jobs. 

Now, the policy com- 
mittee, of a dozen mem- 
bers, meets daily around 
a luncheon table in the 
Ford Rotunda,with young 
Mr. Ford and _ 50-year- 
old Ernest R. Breech, 
néxt in command as ex- 
ecutive vice-president. 
There the intricate plans 
are made for the Ford 
management of the fu- 
ture. The two widows, 
backing the committee 
and its young chief, are 
not worrying about 
Henry II. :

The physician shook his head.

Dr. Webster died without talking. 
Losing her race with death was his 


attractive wife, Kathryn, who was 
still driving back from the family 
Summer home at Watch Hill, R. L. 
She was met at the hospital by Lieu- 
tenant Annable. It was he who at- 
tempted the first words of comfort. 

‘That was ten years ago-—on July 
16, 1937. Dr. Webster’s murder re- 
mains unsolved today. But though 
mystery Lingers, tragedy recently 
made way for new happiness when 
Mrs. Webster and Lieutenant Anna- 
ble were married. The romance, which 
developed against a sombre back- 
ground of murder. investigation, cul- 
minated in a quiet ceremony in St. 
sebastian’s Church, Providence, 

Word of the wedding awoke 
echoes of the slaying, one of the most 
sensational in the East during the 
last decade. At the time, Lieutenant 
Annable was indefatigable in his in- 
vestigation. He went far back into 
the histories of principals in the case 

including that of the woman des- 
tined to be his wife. 

He learned that Mrs. Webster was 
supervisor of nurses in a New Jersey 
hospital when she met Dr. Webster, 
then an interne. 

They were married in 1925. Dr. 
Webster began practice in Providence 
and was soon on the road to success. 
He became chief of the obstetrical 
staff at Homeopathic Hospital, one 
of the city’s finest, and in 1934, he 
was elected president of the Rhode 
Island Homeopathic Medical Society. 

The Websters had a daughter, 
Marjorie. Their home on Emeline 
Street, a fashionable district, was 
luxurious. In the comfortable class 
was their summer place at Watch 
Hili where mother and-daughter went 
for that fatal summer. 

Dr. Webster had declared that he 
was so busy he could join them only 
on week ends. By every sign, he was 
a man of great success with every- 
thing to live for. Yet Lieutenant An- 
nable soon found evidence that Dr. 
Webster had been giving considerable 
thought to his own death. 

Probing the victim’s last known 
movements, Lieutenant Annable dis- 
covered that dn July 12, four days be- 
fore the slaying, Dr. 

Webster had applied 
for $25,000 additional 
insurance. On July 14, 
he had made his will. 

Why ‘had the 
thought of a healthy 
and relatively young 
physician turned so 
suddenly toward 
death? ‘The detective

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lieutenant sought the answer. 

there was nothing to support a 
robbery theory. The fact that three 
.45 calibre bullets were pumped in- 
to the unarmed man seemed to 
strengthen the idea that vengeance 
of some kind was behind the killing. 

Perusal of Dr. Webster’s records 
showed that he numbered among his 
patients a number of wealthy and 
socially prominent matrons. None 
could shed light on the mystery.* 

Detectives did learn, however, that 
on several occasions the doctor had 
feminine company while his family 
was vacationing. Taxi drivers told 
of delivering sandwiches to the ad- 
dress. 

Neighbors told of seeing the doc- 
tor and someone clad in dainty shorts 
sitting in the backyard hammock by 
the light of the moon. 

Kollowing this lead, detectives 
held one young blonde over night for 
questioning, then released her. 

Evidence that the physician gam- 
bled on the horse races and in dice 
games was uncovered. Rumors 
drifted from the underworld that 
Webster owed bookmakers $10,000 
and had welshed on his losses. 

But the lead faded under investi- 
gation, for it developed that Dr. Web- 
ster played only for small stakes and 
at the time of his death could have 
raised a considerable amount of 
money to cover losses rather than 
risk being murdered. 

The night before the shooting, Dr. 
Webster spent five hours in a drug 
store on Broad Street in Cranston, 
about four miles from his home. He 
left the store about 1 A. M. and drove 
to his home. Police received his tele- 
phone call at 1:27. 

His last statement—‘“T’'ll tell you 
about the shooting later,” indicated, 
of course, that there was some infor- 
mation he intended to pass on if 
death was imminent. But the doctor 
misjudged his own condition. He 
lapsed into coma and died within 55 
minutes. | 

For months, Lieutenant Annable 
saw Mrs. Webster in an official ca- 
pacity as the widow discussed aspects 
of her married life in hopes of un- 
covering a fresh clue. 

She sold the home on Emeline 
Street where the slaying had occurred 
and moved intg a smaller place on 
Irving Avenue, Eventually, Lieutén- 
ant Annable retired from the police 
force, but the friendship which began 
under so unhappy a shadow was al- 
ready blossoming into love.

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When Little Ralph 
Neves Was Thrown in 
a California Race a 
Doctor Pronounced 
Him Dead—But the 
Mourning Was 
Premature

T WAS a bad spill and a hush fell 
across the stands at Bay Meadows. 

A riderless horse pounded after 
the pack. Far back, a jockey lay by 
the rail. 

Then there was sudden commotion 
out on the track. A siren sounded. 
An ambulance rushed the boy to the 
hospital. A waiting doctor examined 
him. 

After a while, the doctor pulled 
off his stethoscope and drew the 
sheet slowly over the jockey’s head. 

“This boy,” he said, “is dead.” 

That was 11 years ago and Ralph 
Neves, the boy who “died” on a Cali- 
fornia track that afternoon in 1936, 
is still bringing home winners on all 
West Coast major racing ovals. 

This decidedly flesh -and - blood 
ghost was a leading rider this season 
at Santa Anita and after 
that at Tanforan. Remem- 
bering his brief encounter 
with death, track follow- 
ers along the sunny slope 
call him Indestructible. 

May 8, 1936, was the 
day they were preparing 


his premature obituary. 
Neves was only 19 then 
and had a leg up ona 


four-year-old colt named 
Fannikins. He was driv- 
ing his mount through a 
tangle of horses when Fan- 
nikins suddenly crossed 
his front legs. 

Fannikins went down 
and Neves was catapulted 
head-first into the inside 
rail. 

After he was pro- 
nounced dead at the hos- 
pital, he was given an 
adrenal injection in a last 
faint hope of reviving him 

but he apparently failed 
to respond. 

As the little Portu- 
guese rider tells it, “I was 
never so surprised in my 
life as when I heard the 
doctor say I was dead. I 
knew I didn’t feel dead, 
even if I was sore all over. 

“So I decided it was 
time to tell the doctor so. 
‘How about a drink of 
pop, Doc,’ I asked him. He 
jumped a foot and got as 
white as the sheet he 
pulled off me. 

“I was rushed to a bed, which 
seemed silly to me when I knew I 
was billed to ride Investigator in the 
seventh race.” 

He kept the engagement too, 
dressing quickly and catching a taxi 
back to the track. 

When he got there, he found the 
other jockeys taking up a collection 
for a wreath, and his wife in tearful 
conference with the track officials. 
She fainted when she saw him. 

Neves, incidentally, prefers riding 
on California tracks, though he has 
appeared in the East and was asked 
to ride Jet Pilot in this year’s Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

When Owner. Elizabeth Graham 
wired him the offer to ride the Derby 
winner, he accepted and then recon- 
sidered, explaining that he didn't 
want to interfere with his daily gin 
rummy game with Joe Cohen, assis- 
tant general manager at Tanforan. 

Miss Graham.then offered to pay 
Cohen's expenses to Louisville. Again 
Neves turned down the offer, saying 
this time his wife didn’t choose to 
leave California, even briefly. 

Neves is not the only jockey in 
turf history to go. back to the races 
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after being pronounced dead. 

Some years ago, Sammy Roberts 
was “killed” in the St. Patrick’s Day 
Handicap at Oaklawn, in Arkansas, 
and came back to life and the win- 
ner’s circle. 

Riding Don Moss in the big race, 
Roberts was thrown in front of a 
swarm of galloping horses. At the 
hospital, an attending physician said, 
“Killed instantly.” 

Leonard Wilson, trainer for Wool- 
ford Farm, refused to accept the ver- 


dict. Another doctor was summoned 
and tickled Sammy’s outstretched 
feet. A muscle twitched slightly and 


Sammy, unconscious for two weeks, 
was soon back in action. 

Phil Kelly, prominent at the turn 
of the century, was another who 
bounced back from eternity. 

Kelly was riding an aging plater 
named Stridewell at the old City Park 
track in New Orleans one afternoon 
in 1906 when his mount got into tight 
quarters at the head of the stretch.

‘CUT ME OUT: 
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‘God Is My Partner’

“And all the tithe of 
the land, whether of the 
seed of the land, or of the 
fruit of the tree, is the 
Lord's; it is holy unto the 
Lord.” 


BAck in the depths of the 
national depression in 
1932, that passage from 
Leviticus 27:30 suddenly had 
a special meaning to Ken- 
neth S. Keyes. 

With it was another 
verse from 
Malachi 3:10: 
“Bring ye the 
whole tithes in- 
to the store- 
house that there 
may be meat in 
mine house, and 
prove me now 
herewith, saith 
the Lord of 
hosts, if I will 
not open you the 
windows of 
heaven, and 
pour you out a 
blessing, that 
there shall not 
be room enough 
to receive it.” 

Although he 
had lost his sav- 
ings in the 1925 
Florida real es- 
tate crash and 
was caught like 
millions: of 
others in the de- 
pression which 
followed in its 
wake, Keyes, a 
struggling real 
estate broker, de- 
cided to recog- 
nize God’s right 
to 1/10th of his 
income. 

His income at 
the time was barely enough 
for the needs of his family, 
but it wasn’t long before 
the 9/10ths was greater than 
the 10/10ths was before. 
In the first year of tithing 
his income increased 60 per 
cent. In the second year 
it was more than double 
what it had been before he 
started. The third year it 
increased threefold.

Tee: body of Bella Wright, an attractive 


young factory worker, was discovered 

beside her bicycle in a lane near Little 
Stretton, Leicestershire, England, at 9:50 p. m., 
July 5, 1919. 

Those first on the scene thought she had 
fallen off her bike and landed on: her head. 
There was a poo! of blood in the road beside 
her. Near by, they saw the marks of the 
bloody feet of a large bird. These led to a 
dead raven lying beside a gate. 

One of the officers called to the spot found 
a small hole in the girl’s left cheek and a 
larger hole on the right side of her head. He 
began to look for the fatal bullet and found 
one in the road 17% feet from her head. 

Investigation disclosed that Miss Wright 
had left her uncle’s home at Gaultby, two and 
a half miles from Little Stretton, early that 
evening in the company of a man riding a 
green bicycle. Those who had seen the man 
could not give his name, but in Leicester a 
mechanic reported he had fixed a green bicycle 
for a man who had called for it that morning. 

Two little girls recalled that, at about 5:30 
p. m., a man riding a green bicycle had tried to 
get into conversation with them on a road which 
led to the lane where Bella Wright had been 
found. They said they had been frightened by 
the stranger’s manner. 

The police asked through the newspapers that 
this man make himself known and give an ac- 
count of himself. When he did not come forward, 
they circulated handbills asking for information 
about him. His age was given as 35 to 40. Height: 
5 feet 7 to 9. Dressed in a light rainproof coat. 
Said to have a “squeaking” voice. Had been rid- 
ing “a gent’s B. S. A. bicycle with a green frame.” 

Almost seven months passed, during which 
no further information developed. Then, in 
February, 1920, the tow-rope of a barge, moving 
down a cana] near Leicester, caught on to some- 
thing on the canal bottom and raised it for a 
few moments above the water. It was part of 
the frame of a green bicycle. 

The police recovered most of the frame. They 
noted that the maker’s name on the outside had 
been erased but a secret mark identified it as a 
B. S. A. bicycle. 

Thus the authorities learned that the machine 
had been sold to Ronald Vivian Light, a war vet- 
eran who was a mathematics instructor at a Chel- 
tenham school. When arrested at once, Light at 
first denied that he had ever owned a green 
bicycle. Later he admitted he had owned one but 
insisted that he had sold it long since. 

‘Light was confronted with the two little girls 
who had been frightened by him at 5:30, July 5. 
They identified him. He was confronted with 
the bicycle repair man, who also identified him. 

Next the police announced that they had re- 
trieved a revolver holster from the canal. It con- 
tained, they said, live and blank cartridges of the 
same old-fashioned type as the bullet found near

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hole. The doctor would not agree to that. 

“Then how do you get out. of this 
dilemma?” Hall asked. “A bullet going in 
an upward direction, as the wounds have 
shown, at high velocity found six yards away 
from the body?” 

“My theory is that the woman was shot 
whilst lying on the road and the bullet went 
through her head into the ground.” 

Would the witness please explain more 
fully? 

“The bullet must have passed irmto the 
soft ground at the side of the road, struck 
the hard ground underneath, and rebounded 
into the road.” 

“But,” exclaimed Hall, “if a bullet was 
fired without any further resistance than the 
girl’s head, it would be absurd to suppose 
that it would be found only six yards away?” 

The witness agreed. 

A gunsmith was called to the stand. 

Hall asked him to look 
through a microscope and to 
note a certain mark on the

bullet. The witness agreed 
that this mark showed that 
the bullet had passed through 
a rifled barrel, a fact which 
would greatly increase the 
range. 

Later, Sir Edward asked 
this question: 


| “Supposing the _ shot to 
have been fired some distance 
away, and that in its flight it 
came into contact with a 
fence, tree, or something else, 
and then struck someone on 
the roadway, would you ex- 
pect to find that bullet within 


the body. They had “almost conclusive proof” that 
the holster had belonged to Light. 

Enmeshed in all these circumstances, and fac- 
ing trial, the suspect retained the most successful 
defense attorney in the land, Sir Edward Marshall 
Hall. Hall in turn found himself opposed by an 
array of first-string prosecutors: the attorney 
general, Sir Gordon Hewart, Henry Maddocks, 
K. C., M. P., and the celebrated Norman Birkett. 

The attorneys for the crown came into court 
with evidence that Ronald Light had, on July 5, 
1919, owned the green bicycle and the holster, 
and that he had once owned a service revolver in 
which the bullet found buried in the road could 
have been used, 

Sir Gordon, cold, thorough and precise, erected 
what seemed to be an insurmountable barrier of 
evidence. He told of Miss Wright meeting the 
man on the green bicycle just outside her uncle’s 
home. He quoted the man as saying, “Bella, I 
thought you had gone the other way.” 

It was not necessary to prove motive, he said, 
if the other evidence was conclusive. 

Defense Chief Hall tossed the first of several 
bombshells soon after the crown witnesses began 
to testify. While the two school- 
girls were on the stand, he quietly 
announced that these would be 
the only witnesses as to fact that 
he would cross-examine, and that 
there would be no cross-examina- 
tion as to identity or ownership. 

Hall treated the little girls like 
an indulgent father or teacher. 
He got one of them to admit that 
the police had suggested the date 
to them when they were first 
questioned. His soft-spoken, dex- 
terous inquiries created the im- 
pression that the girls might have 
been mistaken. 

Despite his announcement, Hall 
did cross-examine one other wit- 
ness as to fact. ‘That was while 
Miss Wright’s uncle was on the 
stand. The witness had testified 
on direct examination that he had 
heard the man say, “Bella, I 
thought you had gone the other 
way.” Hall now suggested that 
the word had been “Hello” and 
not “Bella.” 

Next, a physician testified. He 
stated that the bullet had _ been 
fired at a distance of from five 
to seven feet. Hall suggested that 
a .45 bullet fired from that dis- 
tance would make a larger exit 


a few feet of where the per- 
son was shot?” 

The gunsmith replied, “Yes, it is possible.” 

@. Have you ever seen a human being whe 
had been shot at a distance of within five yards 
with a service revolver? A. No, sir. 

(). I suggest that the effect of such a bullet 
is almost to blow the side of the head off. A. It 
depends on the velocity, sir. 

“Of course it does!” Hall exclaimed. 

Everyone was surprised when the defense 
called Light himself to the stand, for it had been 
predicted that Hall would not dare to do this. 

First off, Light swore that all his previous 
statements had been lies. He said that he had not 
come forward following the crime, because he had 
been dazed, confused and frightened. 

He admitted ownership of the bicycle and the 
holster. He said he had left the revolver behind 
him in France at a casualty clearing station. He 
admitted that he had met Bella at 8 p. m., July 5, 
but insisted he had never seen her before that. 


HE’D had trouble with the front wheel of her 

bicycle, he said, and had asked him for a 
wrench. He said they had cycled together until 
they reached her uncle’s home. 

“She told me she was only going in for 10 
minutes,” he testified, “and I took this for an 
invitation to wait, but I decided to go on home.” 

Delayed by a puncture which he had to stop 
and mend, he continued, he realized he would be 
late for supper, so he decided to take a short cut 
and see how far the girl had got. He’d discovered 
that she hadn’t gotten anywhere, he said, for he 
met her again in front of her uncle’s home. 

“Hello,” he said. “You’ve been a long time. I 
thought you had gone the other way.” 

He accompanied her to a fork in the road, 
where they parted, according to his story. 

The jury mulled over the evidence for three 
hours, then returned a verdict of not guilty. 

In his biography of Hall, Edward Marjori- 
banks tells of a curious explanation for the mys- 
tery which appeared in a short story by H. 
Trueman Humphries. Mr. Humphries made the 
dead raven the key to the riddle. 

He pointed out that the bullet had been ascend- 
ing when it struck Miss Wright, and was almost 
spent when it passed through her head. 

Near by, he said, there was a sheep trough in 
which a hunter with a rifle might have lain and 
drawn a bead on the raven as the bird sat on 
the gate. After killing the raven, the bullet, still 
following an upward course, might have struck 
Bella as she pedaled by on her bicycle. The au- 
thorities: were not impressed by this theory.

SWEET-SOUR CHINESE DISHES 


By FLORIDA FRIEBUS 
HILE visiting China some years ago, I had an excel- 
lent cook named Hu Sing, a colorful old man who dis- 
pensed philosophy as readily as food. Under his influence, 
I acquifed a taste for many Oriental. dishes, and managed 
to obtain a number of recipes from this temperamental 


monarch of the kitchen. 

One of these is for Chi- 
nese meat balls with sweet- 
sour sauce, which requires 
the following ingredients: 2 
pounds ground pork, 2 
tablespoons soy sauce, 2 
heaping tablespoons’ corn 
starch, 1 tablespoon sherry, 
2 teaspoons sugar, 1 tea- 
spoon salt. 

Mix thoroughly and make 
into 12 balls. Heat three 
tablespoons lard in skillet. 
Add meat balls and fry for 
3 minutes on each side. 

Prepare the sweet- sour 
sauce containing 3 table- 
spoons vinegar, 3. table- 
spoons sugar, 2 tablespoons 
corn starch and ‘2 cup of 
water. Mix thoroughly, 
place in good-sized sauce- 
pan and bring slowly to 
boiling point. Remove meat 
balls from skillet and place 
in saucepan with heated 
sauce. Simmer 5 minutes 
and serve. 

Sweet-Sour Fish 

This Chinese dish _re- 
quires. the following in- 
gredients: A fish of 3 or 4 
pounds (In China, carp is 
generally used but one may
